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(57) Abstract: By detecting the broadcast finequency 
of a music composition in the radio broadcast according 
to the on-air information or now-on-air information as 
the broadcast content information, it is possible to show 
a user the broadcast frequency of each music compo- 
sition on a display (26) and which music composition 
has the highest broadcast frequency even when the ra- 
dio broadcast is not received and outputted. Thus, even 
when the user does not listen to the music composition 
broadcasted by radio, it is possible to show the user the 
broadcast finequency of the music composition. 
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
